CORK MURDER CASE. 


APPLICATION TO QUASH COURT- 
MARTIAL SENTENCE. 


JUDGMENT OF KING’S BENCH. 


The King’s Bench, Dublin—the Lord 
Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Gibson, Mr. 
Justice Dodd, Mr. Justice Gordon, and 
Mr. Justice Moore-—delivered a unanimous 
judgment yesterday ia the case of Joseph 
Murphy, who lies in Cork Prison under 
senténco of death passed upon him by a court- 
martial for having, as charged, murdered a 
private soldier named Squibbs, who was killed 
as the result of an attack made upon a military 
lorry in the city of Cork in October. 

The Lord Chief Justice delivered the unani- 
mous judgment of the Court, in which he said 
that the application for writs of certiorari to 
quash the proceedings of the courtmartial, and 
of habeas corpus to bring Murphy before the 
Court, came before them on a motion which 
the Court permitted to be brought, grounded on 
affidavita stating that the prisoner's counsel was 
deprived, by an erroneows ruling of the court-

While the possibility of a favourable: 
Budget, and, hence, of an early general 
election seems to be slight, there is no 
doubt at all that the country is dissatisfied 
with the Government. The result ‘of the 
Dover election proved clearly that the 
people are in revolt against extravagance 
and waste, and the rejection of the Prime 
Minister’s private secretary by the 
Liberals of Cardigan gives a timely in- 
dication of a fall in Coalition stock. The 
Premier will be wise to give heed to these 
signs and portents. He has been in office’ 
now for fifteen years without a break and 
may be inclined to disregard, or, at any 
rate, to minimise, warnings which would 
give pause to a less confident Minister. 
Whether he decides to go to the country 
this year or not, he must insist on a 
reasonable Budget in April. The political 
prophets are right to this extent—that the 
Government's financial policy will deter- 
mine its tenure of office. We do not 
believe that a £950,000,000 Budget is 
possible in the circumstances; but we ure 
convinced that the nation will not tolerate 


'& Budget such as that of last year— 


£1,418,300,000—or anything like it. It is 
quite true that the country does not want 
a Labour Government, and that at. present 
no satisfactory alternative to Mr. Lloyd 
George's Coalition leaps to the eye. Never- 
theless, no politician ever was indis- 
pensable, and, unless the Government

Germany abd last realises to the full 
that she-has lost the war, and that she 
has to pay for losing it. The outburst in 
the German newspapers is a sufficient 
indication of the general feeling among 
our ex-enemies, though it may be that the 
ordinary public are not quite so excited 
as it is made to appear. Since the close 
of the war the German people have had 

uite a good time compared with that en- 
Saod by some of the Alles. Riotous 
living and wastefgl expenditure of all 
kinds have been rife in Berlin and other 
great cities, taxation being petty by the 
side of that paid in this country and in 
France. Germany is a very big and 
wealthy country, for business has been 
flourishing there for many years, and, 
though a great war has played havoc with 
many great fortunes, many more were 
made by the war. Here we have been 
heavily taxed for years, with the result 
that our financial stability is still unim- 
paired, though the private citizen m 
many cases is crippled, and rigid economy 
is the order of the day. 

The German feeling regarding the in- 
demnity recalls what Germany would have 
done had she been victorious. The vast levies 
made in Belgium and Northern Ilranee 
are an indication of what the Allies would 
have had to pay. Great Britain and 
France would have been stripped of 
everything valuable. Jewels, plate, works 
of art, raw materials, manufactured 
goods, and personal property of all kinds 
would have had to go to meet the German 
demand. Our miners would have been 
busy digging coal for Germany, our a 
would have passed into German hands, 
and no time would have been lost by the 
Germans in seeing that their demands 
were satisfied. The Allies have taken a 
different and more merciful course, but it 
is doubtful whether the Germans will re- 
cognise the fact. 

An intimation has been sent to the 
German Government that the Allies wish 
that representatives may be sent to Lon- 
don at the end of February to discuss the 
best methods of carrying out the decisions 
of the Supreme Council. It is not anti- 
cipated that the German Government will 
offer any objection to sending such a 
delegation, but it is expected that the 
delegation will attend with full instruc- 
tions to raise ali the objections, possible 
or impossible. In the meanwhile, the 
Reparations Commission will reassemble 
in Brussels to work out details. 

Coal is to be the subject of a most im- 
portant conference to be held in London 
this week. The idea of the conference is 
to review the new situation created by 
the fall in export prices, and to discuss 
the possibility of de-control. The chief 
coal-consuming industries are to be repre- 
sented, and the views of the Mining 
Association are also being sought. The 
outeome of the. conference may be a shock 
for the public, and the position with re- 
gard to coal prices should be most care- 
fully watched. '

75 per cent. instead of 250 per cent. Mr.

NAPOLEON AND THE REVOLUTION. 

The third of the series of the Lady Ardilaun 
lectures on French history was given yesterday 
afternoon at the Alexandra College, Dublin, by 
Principal C. Grant Robertson, of the University 
of Birmingham. The Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. 
‘Gregg) occupied the chair, and there was again 
a crowded attendance, many people being un- 
able to. gain admission. The subjeet of the 
lecture was “ Napoleon and the French Revolu- 
tion,” and at the conclusion several slides re- 
presenting historic paintings werd thrown on 
the screen. 

The lecturer pointed out that the first two 
lectnres were intended to show that the reign 
of Louis XIV. was a critical and decisive 
mb in the history of France, and 

e now proposed to discnss the second of the 
two critical periods. That critical and decisive 
period from 1645 to 1715 left behind it three 
or four pomts. The first was that it provided 
France with a highly centralised Government 
and a highly centralised and autocratic Execy- 
tive. It was monarohial in form. Secondly, it 
marked ont for France ideal Latural frontiers 
the Rhine, the Alps, the Pyrenees, and the sea. 
The third thing that the reign left was the idea 
and conception that, after all, any true system 
of European order, any organisation of the 
European State system, #mplied und must in- 
volve a French ascendency—an ascendancy prae- 
tically equivalent to supremacy: That uis 
XIV. wumquestionably achieved, but it was 
marred by failure. The fourth point 
was the monopoly of intellectual civilisa 
tion as expressed through French literature, 
art, and genius. At that time, financially as 
well as morally,. politically, and socially, the 
French Monsees was bankrupt. The question 
was how to get out 53f that morass. The 
French nation decided that the way to get out 
of it was a revolution, which applied to the

O'CONNELL BRIDGE. 

New treffic regulations have been made by the 
Chief Commiissioner'of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police for the greater safety and convenieuce of 
the public in Dublin, and an app-ication for 
formal approval will be made before the 
Recorder at the next Quarter Sessions. The new 
regulations are, in the mein, a revision of those 
already in existenc. but some new rules have 
been introduced. (ne of these relates to the 
passing of tramecars. by vehicular traffic. The 
new rules etate that drivers of vehicles within 
the general limits prescribed by the Act shall 
pass tramears going in the same direction on 


the side found most practicable, due regard 
being had to the position of the tram rails and 
the kerbstone and the nature and amount of 


traffic coming in the opposite direction. All 
drivers, it is provided, shall, as far as possible, 
avoid passing stationary tramears on their near 
side, and she!! slow down or stop before pessing 
them, so as to avoid obstructing or endangering 
passengers alighting from or boarding such cars. 
Drivers of vehicles are also required to observe 
the following signals — j 

** (a) When about to cross a street to the right 
or turn into a side street to the right, the driver 
shall extend his right arm in that direction; 
(b) when about to turn into a side street to the 
left he shal] extend his left arm in that direc 
tion; (c) when about té stop or slow down he 
shall raise his right hand above the level of his 
head.” ? 
Important regulations have also been made 
governing the traffic at O'Connell Bridge. These 
regulations have usually been observed at the 
| bridee, but have never been formally made. 
The rules read '— 
| “O'Connell Bridge for the purpose of traffic 
| is to be regarded as one street. All vehicular 
| traffic shall keen on its proper side when ap- 
| proeching the brkige; traffie from North to 
} South passin over the eastern side ‘and traffic 
| from South to North passing over the western 
| side of the bridge. Traffic from Sackville street 
| and Eden quay for Bachelor’s Walk shall pass 
| on the left of the lamps im front of the O’Con- 
‘nell Statve. Traffic from Southside and 
| Bachelor's Walk for Eden quay shall pass he- 
Í ¢ween the lamps and the O'Connell Statne. 
| Traffic from North side for Westmoreland street 
yuay shall pass on the right of the 
| Smith O’Brien Statue. Treffic from Burgh quay 
and D'Olier street for Westmoreland etreef, 
| Aston’s or North side shall pass on the
